1 — Services  provided  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council — 

(a)  At  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  Quarella  Road,  Bridgend 

(Tel.  No.  Bridgend  2515),  the  following  services  are  pro- 
vided : — 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Home  Nursing,  Chiropody, 
Home  Help,  School  Medical  and  Health  visiting.  These 
services  are  administered  by  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer. 

(b)  Mental  Health  Services — 

During  the  year  a new  Area  Mental  Office  was  established 
at  the  County  Council  Clinic  at  Elm  Crescent,  Bryntirion, 
Bridgend,  Tel.  Bridgend  5297.  It  is  an  advantage  to 
have  an  office  sited  in  the  Mid-Glamorgan  area  as  pre- 
viously all  urgent  requests  for  assistance  from  this  service 
were  routed  through  the  central  office  at  Cardiff. 

(c)  Ambulance  Service — 

The  Ambulance  Station  for  your  area  is  situated  at  the 
Ambulance  Centre,  Canal  Road,  Neath  (Tel.  No.  Neath 
3641). 

(d)  Welfare  Service — 

The  local  office  for  this  service  is  at  the  Cambria  House, 
Wyndham  Street,  Bridgend  (Tel.  No.  Bridgend  3535). 
Officers  of  the  Welfare  Department  are  available  to  offer 
assistance  and  advice  to  those  in  need  of  hostel  accom- 
modation, the  blind  and  the  handicapped. 

In  the  Mid-Glamorgan  area  there  are  seven  County 
Council  Homes,  which  provide  accommodation  for  aged 
persons  of  both  sexes.  These  are  Craig-y-Parcau, 
Bridgend  (19M,  20F);  Moorlands,  Porthcawl  7M,  18F);

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SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

1 —  Water. 

The  statutory  water  undertaking  for  the  Rural  District  is  the 
Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board,  of  which  the  Council  is  a constituent 
authority  with  five  members  sitting  on  the  Board.  The  other 
constituent  authorities  are  Cowbridge  Borough,  the  Urban  Districts 
of  Bridgend,  Maesteg,  Porthcawl  and  Ogmore  and  Garw,  and  the 
Rural  District  of  Cowbridge. 

The  Board  serves  in  all  a population  of  approximately  145,000 
with  an  average  of  million  gallons  a day  rising  to  8^  million 
gallons  a day  in  times  of  dry  weather. 

The  Board  owns  a number  of  sources  of  water,  both  surface 
and  underground,  throughout  its  area.  Bridgend  receives  its  main 
supply  from  a large  underground  source  at  Schwyll  near  Ogmore- 
by-Sea. 

All  houses  in  the  area  are  provided  with  individual  water 
supplies  direct  to  the  houses. 

It  is  intended,  in  conjunction  with  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council,  that  the  Schwyll  supply  will  be  subject  to  fluoridation 
during  1971. 

2 —  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  town  is  satisfactorily  sewered,  but  owing  to  the  recent 
building  schemes  in  your  area,  and  certain  parts  of  the  Penybont 
Rural  District,  your  sewers  are  now  almost  at  maximum  capacity. 
The  sewage  from  the  town  enters  the  main  sewer  of  the  Penybont 
Main  Sewerage  Board,  which  finally  discharges  into  the  sea  at 
Ogmore- by-Sea.  Your  Council  is  a member  of  this  Board. 

The  department  continues  to  receive  numerous  complaints  of 
heavy  sewage  pollution  of  the  beach  at  Ogmore-by-Sea.  For  several 
years  the  renewal  of  the  main  sewer  and  the  provision  of  a Treat- 
ment Works  to  overcome  this  problem  has  been  under  considera- 
tion. 

During  1969  the  overloaded  condition  of  the  Penybont  Main 
Sewerage  Board  Trunk  sewer  has  been  substantially  reduced  owing 
to  the  removal  of  infiltrating  water  at  various  parts  of  the  sewerage 
system.  The  removal  of  infiltration  water  continues  in  order 
that  the  minimum  volume  of  sewerage  will  be  available  for  treat- 
ment in  1972/1973,  at  which  time  the  new  sewerage  disposal  works 
will  be  commissioned. 

The  condition  of  the  coast  line  at  Ogmore  and  Southerdown 
will  immediately  improve  when  the  new  sewerage  plant  is  operable. 

The  existing  cast  iron  out-fall  pipes  which  can  be  seen  by  the 
public  on  the  beaches  at  Ogmore  will  be  broken  out  and  removed 
for  scrap  during  1972  or  early  1973,  at  which  point  the  public  will 
be  physically  aware  of  the  positive  removal  of  potential  pollution. 
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3 — Closet  Acconiinodation. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1969  the  number  of  closets  was  as

4 — Public  Cleansing. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  under  the 
direction  of  the  Surveyor. 

Refuse  and  street  sweepings  are  collected  daily  in  the  town 
area,  and  twice  weekly  in  the  remainder  of  the  district. 

The  Council  has  introduced  a paper  sack  collection  at  the 
Wild  Mill  Housing  Estate,  and  I am  informed  that  this  has  proved 
quite  successful. 

The  tip  is  carefully  controlled  and  sealed  every  night. 

This  work  is  carried  out  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the 
department. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  Work. 

During  the  year  the  following  drains  and  sewers  were  inspected 


and  smoke  tested.

5 — Cesspools. 

Three  free  emptyings  of  cesspools  per  annum  are  carried  out 
by  the  Council  staff  at  the  request  of  the  occupiers. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA 

1 —  Shops. 

811  visits  were  paid  by  our  Inspectors  to  various  shops  in 
the  area  and  improvements  were  carried  out  in  25  instances. 

2 —  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Atmospheric  pollution  is  not  a problem  in  your  area. 

3 —  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

A public  Open-Air  Swimming  Bath  was  opened  in  May,  1938. 
The  cost  was  £6,600.  The  capacity  of  the  bath  is  186,000  gallons. 
A filtration  plant  is  installed,  and  has  a six-hour  turn  over.  The 
water  is  first  filtered,  then  chlorinated,  then  aerated,  and  returned 
to  the  bath. 

The  Swimming  Bath  was  regularly  inspected.  Samples  were 
taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  all  of  which 
proved  satisfactory. 
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In  addition  to  the  Town’s  swimming  baths,  a very  well  run 
and  maintained  bath  is  provided  in  Ysgol  Penybont,  Ewenny  Road. 
This  bath  is  also  used  for  swimming  tuition  by  pupils  of  other 
schools  in  the  town  and  it  is  a practice  that  is  to  be  encouraged. 
Again,  the  water  from  this  bath  is  regularly  sampled  for  its 
bacteriological  content  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  all  samples 
have  proved  satisfactory. 

4 — Disinfestation. 

46  minor  infestations  by  cockroaches,  ants  and  wasps  were 
reported.  Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  dealing  with  wasps 
nests,  but  the  department  has  fortunately  obtained  the  services  of 
a professional  Bee  Keeper  and  this  has  proved  extremely  helpful 
as  this  problem  seems  to  be  increasing  year  by  year. 


5 — Removal  and  Destruction  of  Bedding. 

No  requests  were  received  to  remove  and  destroy  articles  of 
bedding. 


6 — Rodent  Control. 

A full-time  rodent  operator  is  employed  by  the  Council.  All 
complaints  from  private  and  business  premises  were  attended  to, 
the  treatment  being  carried  out  free  of  charge.

This  Act  makes  provision  for  the  safety,  health  and  Welfare 
of  persons  employed  in  offices,  shops  and  certain  railway  premises. 
As  each  year  is  surveyed  it  is  found  that  the  Act  is  proving  to  be 
an  effective  instrument  for  securing  improvements  in  the  working 
conditions  of  these  employed  persons. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  total  number  of  visits  of  all 
kinds  to  registered  premises  was  291,  this  included  10  initial 
inspections. 

Again,  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  in  all  cases  employees 
welcomed  the  inspections  and  employers  co-operated  fully. 

The  number  of  accidents  reported  and  investigated  was  4. 
They  were  of  a minor  nature  and  instructions  to  obviate  recurrence 
of  a similar  type  of  accident  were  given.  In  addition,  where 
necessary,  alteration  to  premises  were  carried  out. 

The  Department  examines  plans  of  new  buildings  and  of 
major  alterations  in  relation  to  the  Act’s  provisions  before  work 
is  started,  thus  ensuring  compliance  at  the  outset  provided  the 
buildings  are  used  in  the  way  proposed.  During  the  year  under 
review  7 such  plans  were  examined. 

Since  the  implementation  of  the  Act  difficulty  has  always  been 
found  with  regard  to  the  temperature  in  the  different  types  of  shops 
and  this  has  again  proved  the  case  during  the  year  under  review. 

When  any  contravention  of  the  Act  has  been  found  the 
Department  has  adopted  the  same  procedure  to  remedy  it,  viz.  the 
employer’s  attention  has  been  drawn  verbally  to  the  complaint  and 
this  has  been  followed  up  by  letter. 

The  position  in  Bridgend  can  be  described  as  satisfactory  but 
it  cannot  be  over-emphasised  that  regular  re-visits  and  inspections 
are  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  the  high  standard.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
1 — Ice  Cream. 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  which  came 
into  force  on  the  1st  May,  1947,  prescribes  the  methods  by  which 
ice  cream  shall  be  manufactured.  Three  premises  in  the  town  are 
registered  for  the  manufacture,  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream,  and 
thirty-seven  for  the  sale  and  storage  of  ice  cream. 

2 —  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955. 

Your  inspectors  regularly  visited  food  shops  in  the  area  to 
insure  that  the  handling  and  distribution  of  food  was  carried  out 
hygienically  and  that  premises  and  equipment  conformed  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

3 —  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  only  abattoir  within  the  district  is  the  Council  owned 
abattoir  at  Trew’s  Field,  Tondu  Road.

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In  1967,  a Meals  on  Wheels  Service  was  introduced  by  this 
authority.  One  mini  van  was  purchased  and  specially  adapted  for 
the  service,  and  two  lady  drivers  were  engaged  to  deliver  the  meals. 

Meals  are  provided  to  handicapped  aged  persons  who  are 
unable  or  find  difficulty  in  cooking  their  own  meals.  This  is  done 
in  the  hope  of  overcoming  malnutrition  which  frequently  occurs 
in  the  aged  due  to  an  inadequate  diet.  An  average  of  55  aged  people 
receive  two  hot  meals  per  week  in  their  homes  at  a cost  to  them 
of  l/6d.  per  meal.  The  cost  of  the  meal  to  the  authority  is  3/-  and 
is  obtained  from  caterers  on  the  Industrial  Estate. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  again  record  my  indebtedness  to  all 
the  Council  members  and  the  Council  staff  for  their  co-operation 
and  willing  assistance  during  the  year.
